Co. which caused its e Se E. J. 
Piper, to kill himself. 

Two trust companies, one in Chicago 
-and the other in Baltimore, have author- 
ized’ Arthur C. Thiebes of the Thiebes 
Piano Co. to act for them in collecting 
money from the piano purchasers, many 
of whom are women, 

Same Notes Twice Pledged. 

It developed Saturday that both the 
Hamilton Investment Co. of Chicago 
and the Mercantile Security Co. of Bal- 
timore had loaned money to the Boll- 
man company on the same security, 
neither company knowing that this se- 
curity had been pledged with the oth- 
er. Chattel mortgages and contracts of 
sale were thus copied and pledged with 
the Hamilton and the Mercantile Co.'s. 

Investigation also revealed that on 
‘the day Piper killed himself prepara- 
tions were being made to call the at- 
tention of the Circuit Attorney to the 
affairs of his company.

TANGO AND LIKE 
DANCES BANISHED 
FROM HIGHLANDS 


Immodesty Is Ground for Ban 
Placed by Owner of Forest 
Park Resort. 


HESITATION 


Only One Is Left of Advertised 
Bill and This Is Passed by 
Censors, 


The modern dances—tango, turkey 
trot, bunny hug. and grizzly bear— 
have beenwanished from Forest Park 
Highlands pavilion on order of A. C. 
Stuever, following complaint to the 


police by the Federation of Catholic 
Societies that the dances were in- 
decent,’ immoral and detrimental to 
public morals, especially of young 
people. 

The big signs announcing Tuesday 
and Friday nights and tango and 
turkey trot nights have been taken 
down. The hesitation’ waltz is the 
only new dance that will be per- 
mitted on the Highlands pavilion, It 
has been passed by the censors, 
Stuever, who is the principal owner 
of Forest Park Highlands, made the 
announcement through his secretary 
that he had come to the conclusion 
that the new dances had been danced 
immodestly, especially the turkey trot 
and tango, and that a rigid order 
forbidding them had been issued, 

Complaint From Catholics, 

The Federation of Catholic Societies 
sent a letter of complaint to Chief of 
Police Young July 16 requesting him 
to use his authority to suppress the 
“vulgar and immodest” features of the 
dances. The complaint was made after 
the Federation had appointed Frank P. 
Leonard and Francis J. Matre to in- 
vestigate the dances. 

Matre and Leonard visited the High- 
lands and saw the dances. They re- 
ported to the organization, condemning 
them in severe terms. It was then de- 
cided by the Federation to make formal 
compleint to Chief Young. 

Chief Young designated Detective 
Chrismer of the morality squad to in- 
vestigate. Chrismer visited the dance 
pavilion several evenings, and then 
called Steuver into consultation. 
“I told Steuver that thos 

e Sive, an 
that While they did not violate any 
law and I was unable to make arrests, 
I thought he ought to aid the police de- 
partment in suppressing them. 
“Steuver complied readily. He said 
he was unaware that the dances were 
offending the public, as he had given 
the dance pavilion no personal atten- 
tion. He promised to issue an order 
immediately banishing the dances.” 

Dances Shock Committee. 

Leonard, who is chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Entertainment of the Federa- 
tion, told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he and Matre found the turkey trot, tan- 
go,, grizzly bear and bunny hug shock- 
ing. 
“These dances are witnessed by great 
crowds of Heople,“ said Leonard. They 
are not only immodest and indecent, but 
so highly sugestive as to be destructive 
to the morals of young people. 
“They are neither graceful nor artistic. 
The dancers clasp each other tightly in 
their arms, and shamble around the 
dance floor to the swaying of their 
shoulders and body. The dances shock 
every idea of decency, and we strongly 
recommend to our Federation that ac- 
tion be taken to stop them. Numerous 
complaints have been made to our ar- 
ganization, and it was upon these com- 
piaints that we have taken action. 
The Federation, through its officers, 
will pursue the campaign against the 
new dances. Requests will be made to 
the police to suppress them wherever 
they are found to be improper, in the 
opinion of the Federation’ 's censors.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 26.—Upon the 

request of Gov. Major, Assistant At- 

torney-General Thomas J. Higgs was 


today assigned to assist James H. Lay, 
Prosecuting Attorney of Cole County, 
in his lobby investigations before the 
grand jury which convenes next Mon- 
day. 

Lay requested the Governor to assign 
the Attorney-General to assist him be- 
cause of the number of other cases in 
his care. Attorney-General Barker as- 
signed Higgs to the work, and Higgs 
and Lay went into immediate consulta- 
tion. 

Gov. Major said today there is no 
question in his mind about the yalidity 
of the anti-lobby act. When he was 
elected Attorney-General, Major said, he 
made an exhaustive investigation of 
the anti-lobby law and found that the 
right of the State to legislate upon this 
subject is expressly upheld by th United 
States Supreme Court upon the broad 
ground of public poMcy and public good. 

Passed During Folk“ Term. 

The Missouri statute was enacted dur- 
ing the Folk administration, but has 
been ignored. No lobbyist of any con- 
sequence ever registered as the act pro- 
vides. The only persons who heeded 
the anti-lobby law in Missouri were the 


.temperance and labor advocates. 


The real lobbyists, those who drew 
pay to represent certain interests be- 
fore the Legislatures, laughed at the 
act. 

At last session of the Legislature it is 
said that men were paid to represent 
the police of St. Louis in the advocacy 
of the bill increasing their salaries. None 
of these men registered in the Secretary 
of State’s office. 

It is suspected that certain individuals 
received pay for advocating insurance 
but none of these are registered. 

Lay said today that he is determined 
to obtain indictments under the anti- 
lobby law so that its validity. may be 
tested in the Supreme Court. 

Legislature Denounced Lobby. 

That members of the Legislature be- 
Heved lobbyists were numerous at the 
State capital last winter is evidenced 
from resolutions introduced. by Repre- 
sentative Ort of Livingston, and Senator 
Carter, calling attention to unregistered 
lobbyists and requesting the Attorney- 
General and Prosecuting rome to 
prosecute them. 

The names of the members of the 
grand jury will not be made public un- 
til just before they begin the inquisi- 
tion.

100,000 WOMEN 
MEET TO PRESS 
SUFFRAGE CAUSE 


Monster Non-Militant Force Begs 
Parliament to Grant Fran- 
chise Without Delay. 


LONDON, July 26.—The long pil- 
grimage to London of non-militant 
women suffragists culminated. this 
evening in a monster. gathering at 
Hyde Park, attended by fully 100,009 
women. * 

Headed by banners bearing the 
motto, “Reason, not force“ — Which is 
the battle cry of the law-abiding Na- 
tional Union of Women's Suffrage 8 
cieties—the pettocoated . battalions, 
with bands playing and banners fly- 
ing, swept through the four principal 
gates of the park and converged at a 
central point where 70 speakers ad- 
dressed them from 20 platforms.

Y LODGE DED OF 
MIND SUGGESTION 


Shock From Current Not at 
Fault, Doctors and Electri- 
cians Declare. 


BRANDING CAUSED FRIGHT 


Hot Iron Prepared in Candidate’s 
Sight, but Rubber Stamp Was 
Used on Chest. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 26.— Five 


Birmingham physicians designated by 
the Coroner to hold a post-mortem ex- 
amination over Donald A. Kennedy and 
Christopher Gustin, who died while un- 
der initiation into the Loyal Order of 
Moose Thursday, in a report to the Cor- 
oner stated that the dead men were suf- 
fering from no organic trouble. 

City Electrician Abernathy, who ex- 
amined the magneto that was used to 
produce the shock, reported that a nor 
mal man could hold the magneto for 
five hours without any ill effects. This 
report coupled with the 6pinion of five 
of the most reputable physicians in the 
city led to the theory that deaths of the 
men were caused by mental suggestion 
or by a pyschological condition. 

Although the Coroner has reported 
that the cause of death is unknown he 
will hold an inquest and continue the 
investigation. 

Twenty-eight other candidates were 
initiated at the same time as Kennedy 
and Gustin without experiencing any ill 
effects. The particular test to which 
the men were being subjected is known 
as the branding iron. 

The candidates are told that they 
rrust be branded on the chest with the 
emblem of the order of Moose. For this 
candidates are placed on a tilting board, 
and while they are being placed on the 
board, one member of the degree team 
places a band of metal around his 
ankle connected to a small magneto. 
The candidate is not blindfolded and 
can see.all the preparations being made 
to brand him. 

Rubber Stamp Is Used. 

First a branding iron is heated from 
a blow torch, and when it is redhot, the 
person holding the torch advances on 
the candidate as if te brand him with it, 
but instead another fellow whom the 
candidate does not see, stamps him with 
a rubber stamp on the chest, and at the 
same time another places a piece of 
metal on the candidate’s bare shoulder, 
which completes the circuit with the 
magneto, and the candidate is given a 
light shock which is supposed to give 
him the impression that he has been 
branded by the redhot iron. 

Kennedy was the first man to show 
signs of illness after receiving this 
initiation. He left the tilting board ex- 
tremely pale and three members of the 
team assisted him to a seat. He smiled 
and said that he was feeling ill. These 
were his last words, he collapsed in a 
few minutes and died without being re- 
vived. 

In the méantime three or four candi- 
dates had taken the degree, among 
whom was Gustin. While a physician 
who was present was working over 
Kennedy, hg was informéd that Gustin 
was ill. It was stated that both Ken- 
nedy and Gustin were damp with per- 
spiration at the time for their initiation 
Death followed in less than five! min- 
utes after the men were taken ill. The 
men were hurried to a hospital, where 
physicians worked over them for some 
time in a vain effort to resuscitate 


them.

CINCINNATI, July 2%.—The deaths of 
Donald Kennedy and Christopher Gus- 
tin, during an initiation into the Loyal 
Order of Mooge in Birmingham, Ala., 
last night, will probably result in formal 
action being taken against the lodge 
during the meeting of the Supreme 
Council in Cincinnati next week.

HERE was a time when «a large 
T amount of American fiction used 
to appear in the columns of weekly 
story papers. This fiction was indeed 
largely of the sensational order, though

A favorite way 
ot advertising was to print in a newspa- 
per or on a separate sheet the first chap- 
ter of a new story, adding a statement 
like this at the end: “The next chap- 
ter of this wonderfully fascinating story 
will appear exclusively in the Weekly 
Thriller for June 28, for sale at news- 
stands and on trains everywhere.” 

A plan something like this seems to 
have fou favor with English novel- 
ista, a bound book taking the place of 
the next number of the Weekly Thriller, 
the successive installments extending all 
the way from two to half a dozen vol- 
umes—possibly even more, 

A professional novel-reader would 
hardly find very much to his or her taste 
in a late English work entitled “In Ac- 
cordance With the Evidence.” Some 
readers would go religiously through its 
near 300 pages and then wonder why CG. 
wer Onions ever wrote, Hodder «a 
Stoughton published, and their Amer- 
fean representatives reproduced a 
work striking them as rather 
dull and tedious. Others would 
note that the story closes with a trag- 
edy, wherein a private person takes upon 
himself, apparently in all good con- 
science, the roles of both judge and’ ex- 
ecutioner, deeming this the only means 
at command of preventing a great and 
inevitable wrong to an innocent person, 
that wrong, indicated with sufficient 
clearness, being one with which human 
law could not deal. The work closes 
with the declaration that while “They 
say somebody always pays,” yet for the 
tragedy here related Nobody has paid.

It will require 
but a few hundred feet of track construction to 
enable the Terminal Railroad Association to gain 
access to the bridge. I know this to be a fact, 
because I viewed the situation myself yesterday. 
There are a large number of others who are 
learning it. 

Now, with this, the only approach coming into 
St. Louis, so constructed as to be absolutely dom- 
inated by the Terminal, what relief is promised 
from the condition we are trying 80 earnestly 
to eliminate? Is it reasonable to assume that the 
Terminal will use the free bridge/on terms which 
will return them revenues less than they receive 
from the operation of the Eads and Merchants’ 
bridges? The city of St. Louls cannot force it to 
use the bridge. Having control of the situation, 
so far as actual, tangible operative facilities are 
concerned, they will bide their time and use the 
bridge when it can be used on terms which they 
will dictate. 

The Manufacturers’ Railway is—or so I am in- 
‘formed—an independent terminal company, obli- 
gated by its franchises to remain such. Tt has 
extensive facilities in South St, Louis and han- 
dles one-fourteenth of the total carload traffic 
of the city of St. Louis. What will be the re- 
sults of uniting two independent terminal com- 
panies, both with facilities, one in East St. Louts, 
the other in St. Louis? What will be the effect

The real crucial situation is in 
St. Louis and not in Bast St. Louls. South St. 
Louis will never vote for another bond issue that 
fails to provide facilities for and afford access 
to the railroads serving it. This includes the St. 
Louis Transfer Railway Co., the St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain & Southern Railway Co. and the Man- 
ufacturers’ Railway Co. These three lines con- 
trol all of the river trackage in South St. Louls, 
and the Manufacturers’ Railway more than botp 
the others, 

Certainly, complete the bridge, now that con- 
struction has gone thus far. But look before 
you leap. What line or lines, were the bridge 
completed and ready for operation today, would 
or could use the bridge other than those compris- 
ing the Terminal Railroad Association? I would 
be glad to have you answer just this one question 
in your columns. 

There is no justice in completing an approach 
free of cost accessible to all the lines comprising 
the Terminal and not affording the only other 
line in St. Louls equal opportunity to use the 
bridge. 

The southern approach should be constructed, 
and the free bridge will never fulfill the expecta- 
tions of the taxpayers until it is built and com-

The road 
has offered to build its own approach. 

We believe, however, that the first necessity is 
to supply an approach on the east side so the 
bridge can be put to work. The voters having re- 
fused to approve a bohd fér one necessary ap- 
proach we doubt the advisipility of complicating 
the question and again endangering bridge com- 
pletion by adding to the bond proposal $750,000 
for another approach. ) , 

The completion of the bridge according to pres- 
ent plans would do more for South St. Louis than 
any other section of the city. The south siders 
would make a great mistake by obstructing the 
completion of the first south side bridge merely 
because provision is not made to build a special 
southern approach for a terminal company.

latest printed report of the division, fo 
1911, shows an appropriation of only n 
$23,440. The City Forester was not given 
authority comparable to that possessed 
by holders of similar offices in Old 
World cities. His power was limited to 
co-operating with citizens who might 
solicit it. Wherever, on any street, for a 
frontage of three blocks or more, prop- 
erty owners asked leave to plant shade 
trees All of one Variety, the City For- in 
ester was authorized to permit such 
planting and thereafter to care for the 
trees. He has no authority to determine .

such selection, if it had a general plan 
of tree planting, worked out under ex- 
pert guidance in harmony with local 
conditions and local needs.

Today the City Forester has under his 
care the shade trees planted in 180 miles 
of city streets. He has divided the city, 
for his work, into three sections—south- 
ern, central and northern—the dividing M

each section prunes, sprays, mulches 
and otherwise protects and cultivates 
the trees planted in the restricted dis- 
tricts of that section.

Cer- 
tainly vigorous and beautiful trees 
make a larger addition to popular 
health and comfort than a network of 
overhead wires. 

As our cities ‘develop that humane 
attitude toward the health and comfort 
of the workers which begins to charac- 
terize the best managed cities of the 
Old World, the new purpose will be re- 
flécted in part in the planting of shade 
trees in the crowded home districts of 
the city workers, and in the manufac- 
turing districts as well. The Old World 
city managers have found that this 
policy pays,“ as we Americans say;
